She carries 
the Tartar guided missiles 
for aerial defense and the 
ASROC rockets for destroy¬ 
ing submarines. 

In addition, she carries 5- 
inch guns for supporting 
amphibious operations and 
for short-range anti-aircraft 
defense.

the city for the construction 
of same, estimated to be $2 
a front foot, the council 
authorized the city adminis¬ 
trator to contact the balance 
of the property owners in an 
attempt to secure a 100 per 
cent petition for a “Cash 
Contract.” 

If 100 per cent petition 
was not secured, the city did 
not feel that they wished to 
construct curbs and gutters 
for some property and let 
others stand, and would 
then have to enter into the 
short form of the 1911 act, 
causing a n ioiprovement 
district, based on the per¬ 
centage of the signers, do 
the work and add the extra 
expense to all property own¬ 
ers. A complete signing 
would elimnate this extra 
expense . 

William Boden wa.s given 
the bid to take care of the 
city's weed abatement pro¬ 
gram for the year at an 
hourly rate of $8 per hour 
which includes insurance. 

The City Administrator 
was authorized to call for 
bids for Liability Insurance 
on four limitation basis and 
to secure prices of a five 
year plan over a three year 
plan with the thought in 
mind of any savings that 
may be made. Authorization 
was also given to advertise 
for bids for the resurfacing 
and reconstruction of Sierra 
Madre Blvd. from Auburn to 
Michillinda and changes in 
drainage at various points. 

A transfer of $8,000 to the 
“fire engine fund” was auth¬ 
orized, this was a budgeted 
items and places the fund 
in the position required to 
date. 

Resignertion-Retirement 

The resignation of Hal 
Hall, construction inspector 
was received, and comment 
given on his “goodwill 
achievement” while in this 
position. A request for re¬ 
tirement was also received 
from Deputy City Clerk Bea¬ 
trice Thompson for August 
1, 1963, this was accepted 
with regret, and thanks and 
comments given by the 
Mayor and Council. 


Bond Shell Purchase 

Authorization was given 
the Parks and Recreation 
Commission to purchase a 
fiberglass band stand shell 
at a cost of $3800. The pur¬ 
chase to be made at this 
time for delivery sometime 
during the month of June. 
Although the funds are not 
available at this time, the 
expenditure must be bud¬ 
geted for the 63-64 tax rolls 
and paid for from this bud¬ 
get.
